REFLECTIONS. 


Busy Time Next Season. 
By S8.A.S. 


This year has not been as suc- 
cessful as the years immediately 
preceding it, for a variety of rea- 
sons, and consequently many les- 
sons have been learnt by our leg- 
iglators. The Canadian tour was 
not as successful as we all hoped, 
but it is satisfactory to know that 
the game was not mulcted into a 
big financial loss. 

The most serious phase of the 
season’s operations is the failure 
to increase the public patronage 
in the metropolitan area. To a 
large extent the club system of 
football, and the character of the 
clubs playing First Division foot- 
ball is responsible. It is hoped 
that with the introduction of Dis- 
trict Football that condition of 
affairs will be improved next sea- 
The Queenslanders visited 
us, but the visit was not a success 
from either a playing or a finan- 
cial viewpoint. The Queensland- 
us their best 
team, but this may have been 
caused by the three week’s itiner- 
ary. instead of two weeks as for- 
merly.. The visit was of course 
overshadowed by the Canadian 
tour, and certainly the experience 
derived will stand us in good 
stead. 


The Commonwealth Association 
for the first time handled an in- 
ternational visit, and considering 
the difficulties that its officers had 
to contend with, they cannot be 
blamed for the financial loss. The 
opposition encountered for public 
support was tremendous, and therc 
is no doubt that there has been 
a surfeit of big matches in all 
codes this season. This has, in 
Sydney, seriously effected the club 
gates, and in the public mind, de- 
preciated the value of ordinary 
matches. ; 

’ With regard to control of fu- 
ture international matehes, it cer- 
tainly seems that it would be more 


Satisfactory if the Commonwealth 


Association, after making the ar- 
rangements, delegated the carry- 
ing out of the details to one of its 
branch associations, and the State 
Association, which was carrying 
the biggest share of the financial 
burden, should be the most favor- 
ably considered in this respect. If 
this suggestion be not acceptable, 
then a strong committee should 
be set up, having full power to 
earry out ali.the arrangements 
necessary. : 


NEAT SHASON. 


The Englishmen we hope will be 
with us next season, and if that 
visit is successfully negotiated, 
then our future will be assured. 
Since we of the round ball code 
believe our game to be the best 
game, and because we have been 
trying for a decade to secure the 
visit of an English team, it is too 
late for pessimists to talk now. 
We must ail support the scheme. 
and our minds must be directed 
on the question as to the best me- 
thod of financing the tour. The 
touring party will consist of six- 
teen professional players, four 
amateurs, two managers, and a 
trainer, and will be thoroughly 
representative. The question will 
need to be decided quickly as: to 
whether the game is capable of 
.Yaising all the necessary finance, 
or whether we will require to get 
the aid of financiers. Then we 
will have to give our players 
something to look forward to. 
We had this year regretfully to 
decline an invitation to send an 
Australian team to Java, on ac- 
count of the Canadian tour. An 
invitation may come from Canada 
for an Australian team to visit 
there in 1926. It would be, from 
some view-points, a very fine 
thing to secure an invitation from 
New Zealand to send a team there 
at the close of next Season, and a 
finer thing, if from our games 


with the English team, next sea. 
son, we were able to, with confi- 
dence, send a team to tour Eng- 
land and Europe during the close 
season, 1925-26, — 

The future is full of posgsibili- 
ties; there has and will doubtless 
continue to be, much disagrae- 
ment amongst officials and  sup- 
porters, as to the best policy to be 
pursued from time to time, but 
one thing is certain—the game has 
a wonderful chance to make good, 
and the.future is very bright.

GAME. 


Alterations approved by the International Football Association Board, 14th June, 1924. 


PRESENT LAW. 
' Law 6. 


_ Law 10.—When a free kick has been awarded, 
the kicker’s opponents shall not approach within 
10 yards of the ball until the kick is taken, .unless 
they are standing on their own goal-line. The ball 
must at least be rolled over before it shall be con- 
sidered played—i.e., it must make a complete cir- 
cuit or travel the distance of its circumference. 
The kicker shall not play the ball a second time 
until it has been played by another player. The 
kick-off (except as provided by Law 2), corner- 
kick, and goal-kick shall be free kicks within the 
meaning of this Law. 


Law 11.—A goal may be scored from a free kick 
which is awarded because of any infringement of 
Law 9, but not from any other free kick. 


Law 13-—(d) Decision of the International 
Board:—A player who is injured during a match 
shall be at once removed outside the nearest goal or 
touch-line, and the game resumed. 


Law 13. 


Law 16.—in the event of any temporary sus- 
‘pension of play from any cause, the ball not having 
gone into touch or behind the goal-line, the Referee 
shall drop the ball where it was when play was 
suspended, and it shall be in play when it has 
touched the ground. If the ball goes into touch 
or behind the goal-line before it is played by a 
’ player, the Referee shall again dropit. The players 
on either side shall not play the ball until it has 
‘touched the ground. 


Law 17.—-First sentence. In the event of any 
infringement of Laws 5, 6, 8, 10, or 16, or of a 
player being sent off the field under Law 13, a 
free kick shall be awarded to the opposite side, 

- from the place where the infringement occurred. 


Law 17.—(a) Decision of the International 
Board:-——A penalty kick can be awarded irrespec- 
tive of the position of the ball at the time the 

- offence is comimitted. In the ‘event of the ball 
touching the goalkeeper before passing between 
the posts, when a penalty kick is being taken at the 
expiry of time, a goal is scored.

JUNIOR BOARD OF CONTROL. 


Despite the many difficulties 
which beset any new organisa 
‘tion, the Board of Control formed 
at the request of the various jun- 
ior associations, has had a suc- 
cessful year, notwithstanding that 
the interest displayed by the vari- 
ous associations was occasionally 
lacking. 

- It is evident from the small 
amount of experience gained dur- 
ing. the time the Board has been 
formed, that a body of this kind 
is essential for the bringing toge- 
ther of junior officials in order 
that the work as far as possible 
of each association is uniform, in- 
sofar as regards constitution and 
the running of various competi-_. 
tions. It is somewhat deplorable 
to see that associations,. after - 
agreeing in a conference in cer- ° 
tain rules, do not abide by them 
during the season, and thus the 
foundation of co-operation is lost. 

A very disappointing feature of 
the associations is the frequent 
changes in the personnel of their 
delegates; they should remember 
that this very often leads to con- 
fusion, as a delegate may not be | 
in a position to talk about matters 
which the previous delegate dis- 
cussed the meeting before. Thig 
has been very evident during the ~ 
many meetings held during the 
year; it would be just as well next 


‘ 
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year that secretaries of associa- 
tions should be one of the dele- 
gates to the Board, then many 
important matters ‘could be final- 
ised, without having to go through 
correspondence with the conse- 
quent delay. With the formation 
of new junior associations, which 
are contemplated during next 
season, and if the intention of the 
M.S.F.A., of recognising only one 
association representing the whole 
of the present junior podies, it 
will be evident that the work of 
the Junior Board of Control will 
pecome manifested, and branch as- 
sociations will need to see that 
they appoint men to represent 
them on the Board, from whom 4 
responsible and live delegate will 
be appointed to watch their inter- 
ests on the Committee and Coun- 
cil of the senior association. The 
competition controlled by. the 
Board and styled “Association 
Cup,” has proved successful, and 
maintained great interest to play- 
ers generally; it has also proven 
of great value to State selectors 
when picking the Interstate junior 
team which recently toured 
Queensland. 

The competition was won by 
Ryde Association, who are a new 
association, having the honor of 


winning the Cup in their first sea 


son of activities. a 

“It is to be hoped that in the 
season of 1925 associations will 
vealise their responsibilities and 
send along delegates who can give 
their time to attend the meetings 
each month, and let the func- 
tions of the Board be harmonious.

Special Meeting Concluded. 


OFFICIAL TEXT OF DECISIONS. 


The special general meeting of the Metropolitan Association, 


concluded the business of the report of the Special Sub-Committee . 


last Monday night. The position now is that the Sub-Committee 
will draft for submission to the Annual Rules Revision Meeting a 
new set of competition rules. Mr. S. Stone has been elected to 
the Committee vice Mr. V. Paling, whose resignation was received 
with regret. ‘ 


The official text of the decisions arrived at is as follows:— 

(1) “That in view of the report of the special sub-committee 
appointed by Council, this special general meeting adopts the prin- 
ciple of District Football for next year, and instructs the sub-com- 
mittee to draft a new set of competition rules for submission to 
the Annual Rules Revision meeting.” } : 


(2) That district football be played on a strictly residential 
basis, each district club to have a first and second grade. 


(3) That the number of district clubs in the metropolitan 
area be eight. . 


(4) The following district clubs with the boundaries set out 
were then decided upon:— 


Balmain.—-The municipalities of Balmain and Drummoyne. 


Annandale-Leichhardt.—The municipalities of Annandale, 
Leichhardt, Petersham, and that part of the municipalities of Bur- 
wood and Ashfield north of the Main Suburban railway line. * 


Pyrmont.—The municipalities of Glebe, Newtown, Erskineville, 
Darlington, Camperdown, Redfern, Alexandria, Waterloo, Mascot, 
and Botany, and that part of the city of Sydney west of George 


‘Street. 


’ Eastern Suburbs.—The municipalities of Randwick, Paddington, 
Waverley, Woollahra, Vaucluse, North Sydney, Manly, and Mosman, 
and that part of the City of Sydney not included in Pyrmont’s 
territory. ‘ . . ’ 


Canterbury.—The municipalities of Enfield, Canterbury, Mar- 


rickville, and Bankstown, and that part of the municipalities of 


Burwood and Ashfield south of the Main Suburban line. 


St. George.—The municipalities of Hurstville, Kogarah, Bexley, 
Rockdale, and St. Peters, and the Sutherland Shire. 


Gladesville-Ryde.—The municipalities of Concord, Ryde, Hast- 
wood, Hunter’s Hill, Lane Cove, and Willoughby, and’ the Hornsby 
and Kuringai shires. 


Granville.—The municipalities ot, Granville, Parramatta, Er- 
mington, Rydalmere, Auburn, Lidcombe, Homebush, Strathfield, and 
Dundas, and Baulkham Hills shire. , 


(5) The Annual Rules Revision meeting shall be held on Mon- ~ 


day, the 20th October. 


(6) District Ciubs shall be inaugurated by a publicly con- 
vened meeting. by the Association, and the whole of the players at 


.present ‘affiliated to the Association, shall be advised in writing 
-of the meeting. ma

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(7) District Clubs shall have headquarters approved by the 
_ Association. ie 


(8) That where a District Club has a home ground the gate 
takings of all ist Grade matches played thereon shall be distribut- 
ed as follow :— 


Tax, Ground and: Referee’s expenses plus the ground charge’ 


to be decided upon by the Association at the commence- 
ment of the season, to be first of all taken from the 
gross receipts, and the remainder, which shall be deemed 
the net proceeds, shall be divided as follows:—-40% to 
the “Home” club, and 30% to the “Away” club, and 
30% to the Association. 


On Association controled grounds the distribution to be as 
follews:— | ‘ 


A rental to be decided upon at the beginning of the season 
plus tax, ground and Referee’s expenses to be subtract- 
ed from the gross receipts, the nett proceeds to be di- 
vided, 50% to the Association, and 25% to each of the 
competing clubs. The Association to bear the whole of 
the cost of advertising, as weil as all the administrative 
‘expenses in connection with the game. 


9. The proposai that District Clubs should be subsidised by 
an amount of £25, making a total donation of £200 be deferred for 
the present. 


10. The Association provide for three grades of football alto- 
gether, to be designated First Grade, Second Grade, and a Club 


League to be divided into as many divisions as may be deemed 
necessary. 


11. District Clubs shall provide teams for First and Second 
Grade, there being, however, no objection to their providing teams 
for entry into the Club League competition. 


12. The Constitution of the Association to be so altered, that 
district clubs at the general meeting shall have three votes, and 
at the Council meeting two votes, and other clubs shall have at 
both the General and Council meetings one vote. 


13. The District Club shall have the right to call upon any 
player residing in the district to play for the district if required. 


‘14. This special meeting expresses the opinion that under the 


, Scheme outlined, it would not be advisable for the present coustitu- 


tion of the management of the game to be altered, as the M.C. could 
be constituted as at present being elected at the Annual General 
Meeting. :
